President Taft’s Tariff 
Board—The Issue. 


President Taft has made up the 
issue for the next presidential 
campaign by vetoing the farmers 
free list bill, the wool bill, and 
the cotton bill passed by the dem- 
ocratic congress recently in ex- 
traordinary The presi- 
dent was elected upon his pledges 
to the Amercan people to reyise 
the tariff downward, and he ad- 
mite that the Payne-Aldrich law 
fails to give the relief promised, 
yet when a democratic measure 
him for his approval 
and which would give the relief 
which the country demands, he 
refusea to give his approval upon 
the unwarranted excuse that his 
tariff board has not made its re- 
port. Thisis no reason or ex- 
cuse tor his action in this matter, 
but simply a miserable subtofuge. 
It was simply a cowardly act of 
the president. He hasn’t the 
courage of his convictions. Hw» 
wants to succeed himself as pres- 
ident, and he wassimply playing 


politics. 
In this veto he made up an_is- 


sue between the ‘‘standpatters’’ 
and the ‘‘progressives’’ of his own 
party as we'll ae between the high 
tariff republicans and the demo- 
cratic party. If he had approved 
these laws, it would have been a 
victory for the La Follette fact- 
ion of the republican party, and 
Mr. Taft would probably have 
ceased to be leader of either fact- 
ion of his party. As it is now, 
Mr. Taft holds his leadership of 
the ‘‘stand pat’’ element, and will 
probably have desired aid to cap- 
ture the nomination of his party 
next year for re-election. When 
he bas done this, he will again 
pledge the people tariff revision, 
but they will not hear him a sec- 
ond time. 

The issue then will be the tariff 
issue, and Taft will stand no show 
of election, The democrats will 
win on this issue as they have 
always done when the people have 
not been deceived and misled by 
false pledges. Cleveland was 
twice elected on this issue, but 
Cleveland could not give the de- 
sired relief because he did not 
have a democratic congress with 
him,
